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Statement of Reasons for Allowance 

3. The present claims are allowable over the "closest" prior art Titterington et al. (U.S. 
5,780,528) and EP 936257 for the following reasons: 

The amendment filed 12/16/03 cancelled pending claims 1-10 and added new claims 11- 

20. 

In light of the amendment as well as the examiner's amendment (see paragraphs 1-2 
above), the new claims now all require that the ink is "oil-based" and that the ink comprises "at 
least one oil-based solvent". 

These amendments overcome the cited prior art of record, namely, Titterington et al. and 
EP 936257 for the following reasons. Both Titterington et al. and EP 936257 are drawn to 
substrate that is printed with offset ink as well as method of coloring a substrate which comprises 
contacting the substrate with the ink and then heating to fix the ink to substrate. However, both 
Titterington et al. and EP 936257 are drawn to phase change, i.e. solid, offset ink which is in 
direct contrast to the present claims which now all require oil-based offset ink. Further, there is 
no disclosure in either Titterington et al. or EP 936257 of oil-based solvent as now required in all 
the present claims. 

Thus, it is clear that Titterington et al. or EP 936257, either alone or in combination, do 
not disclose or suggest the present invention. 

Further, applicant's amendment overcomes the 35 USC 1 12 rejections of record. 
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In light of the above, it is clear that the rejections of record are untenable and so, the 
present claims are passed to issue.
